OBITUARY. 


George W. Merrill. E»q. 


The death of George W. Merrill, Esq., 


which occurred Sunday night at bit resi- 
dence on French street, as stated In Moo- 
day'd WHIG, removes one of Hunger's 
most highly esteemed citizens, one wbo 
was everywhere respected for bis many 
sterling qualities. His death was quite 
sodden and unexpected as until Sunday 
It was thought tbat he wonld soon re- 
cover from tbe cold and threatened 
pneumonia which bad confined him to 
the bouse for a week. Bis advanced 
age and lack of vitality in addition to bis 
illness combined to cause bis death. 


Mr. Merrill was born in New Gloucee- 


tcr, January 3,1811. His father, Moses 
Merrill, was a farmer, whose father was 
one of the first settlers of the town. Mr. 
Merrill, when sixteen y°ar.<< old, went to 
Portland and became an apprentice In 
tbe manufacture of furniture, serving 
the LSuaJ time. He came to Bangor In 
1332, at which time he formed a partner- 
ship in the furniture business wltb David 
Hill, nuder lhe firm name of Hill & 
Mem]I. This partnership was dissolved 
after two years, when he formed a part- 
nership with Mr. Shaw under tbe name 
of Shaw, & Merrill, which continued for 
twenty-eight years, until the death of 
Mr. Shaw. 


Mr. Merrill then conducted the busi- 


ness alone until a few years ago, wbeo 
Mr. N. Vf. Liltlefield was admitted as a 
partner. Mr. Merrill was for a great 
many years an extensive manufacturer 
of furniture. 
His manufactory was 


burned nine times and the last time he 
concluded to give up tbat line of his 
business. Mr. Merrill had served in the 
Common Council and took mucb inter- 
est in municipal affairs. He was the first 
sigoer of the constitution of the Board 
of Trade and waj an active member. He 
had been tor years warden of St. John's 
Episcopal church. In former years he 
w is prominent io mus'cal circles. Genial 
in disposition, kind hearted and charif 
able, he was a man who possessed the
